Four Boys Needed 
for Forest Camps 


Andover may send four boys to the 
Civilian Conservation Corps under the 
recent re-enlistment, but to date four have 
not been found.

Appointment of Milk 
Inspector Is Illegal 


State House Rules that Franklin H. Stacey, Health 


Board Member, Cannot Legally Hold Salaried | 
Position under That Board | 


The appointment of Franklin H 
as milk inspector for the town of Andover 
was declared illegal this week as the result of 
a letter received from the Division of Ac 
counts of the State Department of Corpora

tions and Taxation. The decision is based on | 


a ruling that no member of a board 
hold a salaried position under that board 

Mr. Stacey has been milk inspector of the 
town for twenty-six years and a member of 
the Board of Health since 1914 when he was 
elected for a one-year term made yacant by 
the death of Dr. Leitch. The position of milk 
inspector at present pays $67.50 a year, this 
including a ten per cent decrease 

The matter of whether or not Mr 
holding the position of milk inspector was 
legal was brought up last May at the joint 
meeting of the Board of Health and the 
Board of Selectmen on the salary question 
Mr. Hardy stated that he had looked up the 
matter before in another case and was in 
formed at the State House that it was illegal 
for any board member to hold a salaried 
position under that board. At that time 
Mr. Stacey explained that he had been ap 
pointed milk inspector about twenty-six 
years ago by the Board of Selectmen, and 
that his appointment had been until such 
time as a successor should be appointed. He 
said that he had wanted to resign often but 
could find no qualified chemist to take the 
position. Mr. Stavey, however, was receiving 
his pay from the Board of Health and not the 
Board of Selectmen 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Select 
men the town fathers on Dr. Daly's insistence 
withheld payment of Mr. Stacey’s milk in 
spector salary claim. A letter was sent to Mr 
Waddell at the State House, and the reply 
ruled that Mr. Stacey could not legally hold 
this salaried position

‘Three Delegations at 
School Board Meeting 


North Reading School Board Members, Group of 


everal Local Women 


Appear to Present Grievances 


The Andover school committee had a busy 
session at its regular meeting Tuesday eve- 
ning, with three delegations appearing to 
present problems to the board and with the 
superintendent presenting in his report many 
other complaints and recommendations. 
The matter of transportation occupied the 
main portion of the time, while the matter of 
amending the two year experience rule was 
quickly dispensed with by a motion to in 
definitely postpone action with the consent 
of the sponsor of the amendment, Miss 
Mary FE. C. Geagan. This means that the 
rule will stand as it now reads, requiring two 
years’ experience for new teachers. 

The first group to appear were two mem 
bers of the North Reading school committee 
They reported that there were four Andover 
children attending the North Reading 
schools, since they lived nearer the North 
Reading schools than the Andover schools. 
Both the transportation and housing facili 
ties there are overtaxed, the two delegates 
reported, and they asked the local board if 
they could do something about it. The school 
board promised co-operation and instructed 
the superintendent to investigate more fully 
and report as soon as possible F 

\ group from West Andover appeared and 
stated that their children were located at the 
Shawsheen school and had to study four 
grades in one room. They claimed that in this 
way the children were receiving only 25% of 
an education. The situation arose because the 
first four grades at the village school were all 
overcrowded, and the overtlow from each of 
these grades was put temporarily into one 
grade, Mr, Sanborn had studied the situation 
and made recommendations in his report 
rhe parents stated that they wanted their 
children to remain in the Shawsheen school 
since it was a modern building and they felt 
that they could receive a better education 
there. However, the school committee found 
that the least expensive way out of the 
problem was to open up a room in the West 
Centre school and transfer a teacher and 
some pupils there. There will be two teachers, 
each teaching two grades in that school 
under this arrangement 

he third delegation appeared with a pe- 
tilion requesting the retaining of the two 
year experience rule. Mrs, Arthur T, Bout 
well presented the petitions which bore some 
100 signatures. Back in the regular meeting 
Mr. Lewis moved that the amendment be 
laid on the table until the committee had 
more time to inspect the names on the peti 
tion and to consider the matter. This motion 
was withdrawn in favor of a motion to in- 
definitely postpone; on the hand vote which 
followed Mrs. Barnes and Mrs. Angus voted 


| against postponement, stating that this was 


not because they favored the amendment but 
rather that they wanted a definite vote on it, 
Phe committee then voted that it had the 
best of intentions of abiding by that rule in 


| the future as long as it remained on the books, 


this vote being unanimous. 

The milk situation brought up some dis 
cussion. Two local milkmen had asked to be 
allowed a chance to bid on the supply. The 
Shawsheen Dairy had been awarded a con 
tract beginning January 2nd, and several 
members felt that the matter should be 
postponed until January of next year. 
However, one of the dealers stated in a letter 
to the board that he had been told by letter 
last February that he would have an oppor

Che chairman ef the school board stated 
that there would be no fads and frills, that 
nothing would be taught in a new building 
which had not been taught for several year

Dr. Daly told of his personal experience in 
the ungraded schools of Ballardvale. He said 
that in his school days children had to take an 
entrance examination for the high school, and 
that the children coming from the ungraded 
schools did very poorly in the exams as com 
pared with those from the graded He de 
clared himself emphatically in favor of cen 
tralization. He then said that the old poor 
house had been built under a similar plan 
after the Civil War, and it cost the town 
nothing since the federal government re 
linquished its right to secure repayment THe 
felt that there is a strong chance that this 
might happen again, and the town would 
have a new school without cost 


Mr. Sanborn reported that the cost per 


pupil to run the district se hools was much 
higher than the cost to transport them to the 
center, When the district schools were closed 
a few years ago, 45 children had to be sent to 
the center but today there are 97. The super 
intendent declared himself in favor of district 
schools for the first four grades. To decentral 
ize the junior high school now, however, he 
said, would mean two new teachers and in the 
long run it would cost much more 

Mr. Grover told of his experience in the 
local public schools. He said that Stowe boys 
always did quite well at the academy, and 
this he attributed to the ease of transition 
made possible by the junior high plan. He 
stated that he did not feel the argument 
about fads and frills was a valid one, as even 
in district schools fads and frills are taught
